The Writing Across Campus 
contest, which was billed as a 
way to improve student 
writing, has been cancelled—a 
victim of BCC’s budget 
problems. 

Antoinette M. Allecia, 
chairman of the committee, 
announced the cancellation. 

Denton Covert, chairman of 
the English department, said 
full-time faculty are required 
to teach five classes. Because 
of her WAC duties, Alleccia 
was allowed to teach four 
classes and use the other class 
time to work on the com- 
mittee. 

Because of budget cuts, 
Alleccia is now required to 
teach five classes, leaving no 
time for the writing contest. 

This is just another result of 
the “belt tightening’’ that the 
administration has done to 
make up for the budget deficit, 
said Covert. 

The Writing Across Campus 
committee, which is a 
nationwide organization on 
college campuses, is 
responsible for other projects 
beside the writing contest. 

The writing contest will be 
back next year for all BCC 
students, said Covert.

Two of BCC’s three vice presidents 
have resigned and according to sources 
the resignations are linked to the 
college’s current financial problems. 

Resigning are Terry A. Cline, vice 
president for academic affairs, and 
Robert J. Kane, vice president for 
administration. 

The resignations will become ef- 
fective at the end of this school year, 
sources said. 

Cline, Kane and _ school ad- 
ministrators refused to discuss the 
resignations. “It is college practice not 
to formally announce resignations if 
and when members of the staff leave 
Broome Community College em- 
ployment,’’ President Donald W. 
Beattie said in a written statement 
released through the college’s public 
relations department. ‘‘Such events are 
not announced in advance of 
resignation dates primarily as a matter 
of personal courtesy.” 

BCC has frozen spending for the rest 
of the school year to make up a possible 
loss of $191,000 in state aid. In addition, 
the college may be facing a $373,000 loss 
because of uncontrollable costs in such 
things as Social Security. 

Several faculty members said 


Beattie told the faculty before the 


spring semester began that the college 
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may be facing a financial problem in 
“the neighborhood of $500,000.” 

Beattie also refused to discuss fur- 
ther the financial losses and instead 
referred all questions to an earlier 
memo issued jointly with the county. 
The memo gives no specifics. 

Sources said that while the college’s 
financial problems were a major 
factor, there were other reasons why 
the two vice presidents were asked to 
resign. 

“There have been reports around the 
campus of fights between the president 
(Beattie) and his vice presidents,”’ said 
one faculty member. 


Both Cline and Kane were BCC ad- 
ministrators when Beattie became BCC 
president. The third vice president- 
John J. Pierog, vice president for 
student affairs-was hired within the 
last two years after Beattie came. 

Another faculty member said it was 
widely known that Cline had been 
looking elsewhere. ‘‘He’s been looking 
for a long time to be president of 
something,” the faculty member said. 

Beattie said in his written statement 
that personnel matters are confidential 
both during and after employment. ‘‘If 
an employee makes an official an- 
nouncement of his resignation, the 
college reserves the right to confirm 
such information officially to interested 
parties,” the statement said. 
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Campus security to 
tow after first ticket

Campus security will tow student cars parked in 
faculty lots without faculty stickers after the first 
infraction possibly beginning Feb. 15 if a proposal of 
the campus safety and security board is approved by 
the president’s council. 

The campus safety and security board agreed to the 
towing plan at its Feb, 2 meeting. Under the plan, 
students parked illegally will receive a ticket and a $5 
fine for the first offense. On the second infraction 
within the semester.the owner will receive a ticket, a 
fine and will be towed at his expense. 

Until now, the college and campus security had no 
official number of tickets before towing resulted. 

“There was an agreement made that after so many 
tickets, the owner of the car would receive a letter 
from my office,” said John J. Pierog, vice president of 
geen affairs. ‘‘After that, the next time would mean 
a tow.” : 

Pierog said the beginning date of the new rule, Feb. 
15, is tentative. 

The new proposal is subject to change when it is 
considered by the president’s council in early 
February, Pierog said. 

The parking appeals board, which had difficulty in 
finding a time to meet last fall, will be meeting 
regularly this spring to review parking ticket cases.

Although there are still a few questions 
to be answered, administrators have 
made most of the decisions about the fate 
of the union. 

Here is a list of the definites: 

-The Union will be torn down at the end 
of the spring semester. Earlier 
suggestions that the building be moved, 
remodeled and used as a garage have 
been scuttled. : 

Jim Kent, assistant to the vice 
president for administration, said the 
price of relocating The Union would 
exceed the price of a wrecking ball, but 


he said he could not release the cost at 
this time. ‘ 
—Most of the student activities in the 
Union will be moved to the maintenance 
building to the south of the present Union. 
R. Bruce MacGregor, director of 
student activities, said he hopes to have 
use of the entire building, including an 
area used for printing. Kent, however, 
said the plan doesn’t call for the printing 
area to be moved. 7 
Kent said renovation of the main- 
tenance building would begin in the 
spring. He said he would be meeting with 
MacGregor, John J. Pierog, vice 
president of student affairs: Ralph 
Walter, assistant to the vice president for 


facilities, and a student government 
representetive, to discuss the renovation. 
He said possibilities include new 
bathrooms, a more effective heating 
system (a one blower heating system is 
now) and the removal and 
replacement of the large garage doors. 
Maintenance will be relocated to the Y 
building basement some time in March. 
MacGregor said he wants to keep all 
student activities in the same place so he 
can keep in close contact with different 
groups, such as the Student Government 
Association, The Citadel and The 
Fulcrum. 
-The Fulcrum office will be moved to 
the Alms Building basement sometime 


this month. The move has been delayed 
because there is a problem with 
programming the telephones in the Alms 
building. 

-Some student activities may be 
moved to the Student Center. “We still 
may move some things to the Student 
Center,’’ Kent said, “‘but it’s not a matter 
of moving everything. Maybe just the 
video machines. I’m not about to tell 
MacGregor what he can and can’t do 
with his machines.” 

-Initial plans for the High Tech 
building have been completed and are 
being reviewed. Kent said various tests, 
like electrical supply tests, water tests 
and soil borings, have been done.

Parents and teachers are frustrated by it. 
Students don’t realize it exists. A problem 
within our schools, known as the “Education 
Gap,” is robbing students of basic skills 
needed in higher education. A $785,000 two- 
year study by a 18member National 
Committee on Excellence in Education has 
sent shock waves through our educational 
community. Among its findings? 

—‘International comparisons of student 
achievement, completed a decade ago, 
reveal that on 19 academic tests American 
students were never first or second and, in 
comparison with other industrialized 
nations, were last seven times.” 

—‘Tn high school transcripts, credits for 
American history have declined by 11 
percent since 1964, and by 6 percent for 
chemistry, 7 percent for algebra and 9 
percent for French; in the same period, 
credits for remedial English have risen by 
39 percent and driver education by 75 per- 
cent.” 

—‘‘From 1975 to 1980, the number of 
remedial math courses in public four-year 
colleges increased by 72 percent and now 
constitutes a quarter of all math courses 
offered in those institutions. At two-year 
colleges, 42 percent of math courses offered 
are below the level of college algebra.” 

—‘‘Three years ago, Ohio State University 
found that 50 percent of its entering fresh- 
men needed remedial courses in 
mathematics.” 

The dramatic increase in remedial 
courses at the college level seem to indicate 
a lowering of standards at the high school 
level. Still, there are some who regard the 
problem as a political football. 

Does the problem really exist? Has the 
are of high school ecuation really fallen 
0 


“Yes, fallen, but perhaps. not 
significantly,’ said Richard M. Romano, 
dean of liberal arts at BCC. All of the faculty 
members interviewed agreed that the gap 
existed, though to different degrees. 

Steven Natale, chairperson of the Lear- 
ning Skills Center, shares Romano’s view of 
high school graduates. He says that they are 
“Jess trained than 30 years ago’’ and that 
students’ basic skills “have certainly gotten 
worse than, say, 20 years ago.” 

Romano admits that scores on BCC ad- 
missions exams have fallen in recent years, 
although BCC has “always maintained an 
open admissions standard. They’re good 
tests, but meant to measure skills needed in 
college, rather than what the student 
already knows.” 

“Students aren’t required to study as 
much of the basics,” said Margret C.

Luciano, BCC associate professor of math. 
“There is less concentration on them 
because of the diversity of high school 
courses offered.’’ In many states, courses 
such as driver education carry as much 
credit as social studies or chemistry in high 
school. 

How did these problems arise in our public 
schools, and how can they be corrected? 
Should the government pump money into 
the educational system, as it did when the 
Soviets launched Sputnik in 1957? Is the 
problem the curriculum taught in today’s 
schools or the hiring of less qualified 
teachers? 

“Probably a combination of all three,” 
said Shirley C. Osmon, BCC associate 
professor of English. ‘At least more 
demands should be put on students at the 
high school level.” 

Ann D. Sova, associate professor of 
English and writing lab coordinator, agrees 
with Osmon that more stress should be 
placed on the “‘3Rs.’’ She sees the need for 
more creative teachers, yet also notes a lack 
of student discipline which could be party 
attributed to their parents’ attitudes. 

Luciano cites the fct that “teachers have 
always been willing and able to teach,” but 
that advisement and counseling more 
closely and a greater dialogue between 
parents and advisers would be helpful. 

The report by the National Commission on 
Excellence in Education, entitled ‘A Nation 
at Risk: The Imperative for Educational 
Reform,” points out problems which may 
have given rise to the “Education Gap.” 
Among them: 

—“A survey by the National Science 
Teachers Association reports that 10 years 
ago the average university or teachers’ 
college was preparing 20 students as math 
teachers and 18 as science teachers; this 
year, the average is four in math and seven 
in science.” ? 

—‘‘Math and science teachers, like all 
others, are underpaid by industry standards 
(less than $20,000 annually), and are usually 
paid the same as other teachers.” 

—‘‘An average American school year is 
180 days, of which the average student 
misses 20. Japan and most other in- 
dustrialized countries require 220 days a 
year and longer hours each day.” 

Should the United States promote the idea 
of a longer school year or day in an effort to 
make up the lost ground? 

“T think the first thing we should do is 
make use of the day we have now,” said 
Albert Shanker, president of the American 
Federation of Teachers. “I find children 
sitting in study halls who are not 
programmed for any classes.”’

The threat of herpes or other sexually 
transmitted diseases has affected sexual 
relationships, according to several 
national studies. A survey of 200 BCC 
— last fall found similar concern 

ere. 

The New York Times reported last 
October that there had been a marked 
decrease in casual or promiscuous sex in 
the United States in the last several 
years. Experts said the reason was a 
broad retrenchment from the sexual 
revolution of the 1960s and 70s that was 
brought on in part by the fear of such 
diseases as AIDS or herpes.

Sexual diseases cool ardor

An unscientific survey of BCC students 
found that young adults are as active as 
ever sexually, but fidelity is still im- 
portant. 

While 87 percent said they actively had 
premarital sex, only four percent said 
they are involved with more than one 
partner. 

“I really never thought about it 
because I have a steady girlfriend,”’ said 
one. “If I were to date other girls I would 
be aware of the girls that I was dating 
and be concerned.” 

Students who did not have steady 
relationships said they are concerned 
about the possibility of contracting a 
sexual disease. 

“It is very scary,” said a 19 year-old 
male, “‘because it is hard to ask a girl if 
she has a disease, and it would probably 


be hard for her to admit it. It is spreading 
so much people are afraid to ask.” 

That fear was shared by a 23-year-old 
single female. “I guess I’m paranoid,”’ 
she said. ‘I ask men before anything. I’m 
not as active as when I was younger but 
that’s because I've changed . . . grown up 
. . . Whatever. I’m taking the old- 
fashioned claim now and that’s the way I 
like it. Casual sex is out. It’s not my bag 
and I don’t want to catch anything.” 

Registered nurse Audrey Lawton, of 
the BCC Health Center, said people are 
cautious about the number of sexual 
partners they have due to the fear of 
herpes. 

Lawton, along with Linda Beck, family 
nurse practitioner, and two physicians, 
doctors Michael Lewis and Dorothy 
Tinker run BCC’s health clinic on the

A contraceptive sponge is the newest addition 
to the birth control merry-go-round. Its makers 
claim it is highly effective and free of side 
effects. 

Vorhouer Laboratories, Inc., of California, is 
introducing he Collatex sponge. It is made of a 
newly developed material called collagen, a 
synthetic material that is soft and pliable. 

This cup-shaped device fits all women and 
doesn’t need to be fitted. It will be sold in 
pharmacies and no prescription will be needed. 

Studies in the United States and other 
countries claim the sponge is as effective as the 
diaphragm in preventing pregnancy. 

The sponge covers the opening of the cervix, 
preventing most sperm from getting into the 
uterus. The same:sperm killing chemical used in 
contraceptive foam, jelly, cream and 
suppositories is contained in the sponge. It is 
highly absorbent and sperm is absorbed into its 
fibers. 

Another feature that makes the Collatex 
sponge different from the diaphragm, condom, 
foam and other methods is that the psonge can be 
used for several acts of intercourse without

dditional spermicide. The sponge can be 

left in place and used repeatedly for up to 48 

Also, it can be put in up to 48 hours 
ahead of time and still be effective. After the last 
intercourse, it must be left in place for six hours 

to make sure that all the sperm are killed, and to 

be thrown away when removed. 

The spermicide in the sponge also kills the 
bacteria that causes toxic shock syndrome, 
gonorrhea, and other bacteria that can cause 
pelvic infection in women. 

According to Vorhauer Laboratories, the 
sponge should be released on the East coast this 
spring. It will be sold under the brand name 
“Secure” and will cost about $1.

The clinic did 24 pregnancy tests 
during the 1983 fall semester, with half 
being positive. Beck said most students 
don’t seek advice until it’s too late. She 
said many students are afraid their 
friends will see them going into the clinic 
and make fun of them afterward. Beck 
said all information discussed at the 
clinic is confidential. 

The clinic operates.as a referral ser- 
vice for pregnant woman, sexual disease 
victims and those needing advanced 
medical help the clinic can’t give. 

The clinic also has a variety of pam- 
phlets concerning venereal disease, 
contraceptive and surgical advice. 

Pregnancy cases are referred to the 
Southern Tier Women’s Services. STWS 
offers family planning advice as well as 
abortions. The services is on the second 
floor of the Executive Office Building at 
the north end of the Binghamton Plaza. 

Venereal disease victims are referred 
to the Sexually Transmitted Disease 
Clinic at 20 Wall St. in Binghamton.

“Walking In Your Footsteps” 
featured Sting playing a hollow, 
wooden instrument called a 
kalimba, similar to a primitive 
harmonica. During ‘Wrapped 
Around Your Finger,’ Sting 
bounced upon a mini-tramp, 
like a hypnotic metronome. 

In lighting, most numbers 
featured the red, yellow, and 
blue synchronicity colors. The 
entire audience was illuminated 
during two numbers--the 
reaction was 100,000 reaching 
arms. The band could finally 
see their die-hard fans. 

As a bonus to curious fans, a 
mobile camera followed Sting 
and Summers off the stage 
before the first encore. They 
went into a large room and 
stood at a table. Andy fixed an 
overflowing cup of coffee and 
Sting pulled the tablecloth out 
from underneath the dishes. 
The audience cheered at these 
antics. Before long the band 
was back to play an exciting 
“Can’t Stand Losing You.” 

The second encore was ‘‘So 
Lonely”’ and made use of smoke 
and lighting effects. At the end, 
the three backup girls and 
Sting, Summers, and Copeland 
all came to the front of the stage 
and hugged, bowed, thanked the 
audience, and were off.

Angelo Zuccolo’s creative 
direction kept the audience 


One magic that Sting 
achieves is audience par- 
ticipation. ‘‘When I say yah, 
what do you say,” and with this 
he leads into ‘‘There’s a Hole In 
My Life.”’ About a third of the 
songs allowed for audience 
involvement. This is a 
necessary concert element as 
well as being fun. As Sting said 
in a Musician 6-83 interview, “It 
both confirms you as someone 
who has given (the audience) 
something, and at the same 
time it makes them work, like 
real art should.”’ Synchronicity. 

The warmup band was Re- 
flex, British newcomers to the 
American scene. Their music is 
synthesizer, dance-oriented, 
otherwise referred to as 
“technopop.’’ Their most 
popular song is ‘Politics of 
Dancing.” They weren’t bad, 
just unknown. The crowd didn’t 
get much out of the band, and 
the band didn’t get much 
response out of the crowd. Re- 
flex is very similar to British 
technopopsters A Flock of 
Seagulls—if you like Flock you’d 
like Re-flex. Re-flex had a very 
low audio level for a place as big 
as the Dome, but this 
eliminated distortion and they 
were as crisp as a record. 
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entertained with chaotic banter 
which bounded from one side of 
the stage to another without 
hesitation. 

Especially enjoyable was 
Patricia Dunaway’s Dede. She 
captured the subtle tran- 
sformation from Dede’s NYC 


chic to the sophisticated, foul- — 


mouthed, country girl amiable.. 

Although S. Elizabeth Webb’s 
(‘Suits’) ‘“‘go-to-hell, world’ 
interlude and the end of the play 
was devoid of emotion and left 
me largely unmoved, she 
managed to turn in a competent 
night’s work. 

Teresa Bartoli provided, with 
her Joanne Remington, a much- 
needed foil to the pitiful ‘‘Suits”’ 
and the foul language of Dede. 

A vast panorama of ex- 
pressions and gestures made 
Kathleen Henery’s Shirley 
Fuller, the crazed Academy 
Award nominee, most en- 


joyable to watch. 


But by far, the most dynamic 
of the five actresses, Shirley 
Cothran’s Bella Gardner stole 
the show. Cothran’s warped 
personality enabled her to meet 
any situation with com- 
mendable humor and feeling. 

For the Sunday evening show 
the play was also interpreted in 
sign language, a first for a BCC 
production.

Stray Cats provide 
no frills - just fun

Rockabilly reigns again. 
When the Stray Cats, the famed 
rockabilly band, performed at 
SUNY Binghamton’s West Gym 
on Feb. 4, they brought the 1950s 
into the ’80s. Their bluesy 
ballads and rockers presented 
rockabilly in its purest form. 
They provided no frills or 
complexities—just fun. 

The Stray Cats rocked the 
evening to a virtually full house. 
Although only a trio with only 
three basic instruments--a 
drum, guitar and violin bass— 
their music had the strength of 
a symphony orchestra. Their 
simplicity was truly en- 
tertaining. 

Every song was greeted with 
cheers and applause. The 
audience frequently sang along 
with lead singer Brian Setzer, 
who appeared to like the ac- 
companiment.

The Stray Cats’ antics 
displayed their enjoyment of 
performing. At one point, bass 
player Lee Rocker set his violin 
bass on its side, draped himself 
over it, and played along with 
the others. Later, drummer 
Slim Jim Phantom stood on top

Brian Setzer as he played a 
guitar solo.

At the encore, the curtains 
behind the stage opened, 
revealing a wall-length Con- 
federate flag. With that, the 
Stray Cats performed their hit 
“Rock This Town” and Elvis 
Presley’s “Jailhouse Rock.” 

Not one of the Stray Cats 
dominated the spotlight. They 
all worked together to play with 
the greatest of success .. . and 
the magic they created was 
breathtaking. ~~ : 

The opening act was 
Binghamton’s bizarre Burns 
Sisters, a quintet who used 
mime and various dance 
sequences with their music. 
They were good, but the crowd 
just wasn’t in the right mood for 
their unusual style of rock 
music, so they weren’t as well 
received. 

After the Burns Sisters, 
another band, ‘‘14 Karot Soul,”’ 
took the spotlight. Before 
singing backup for the Stray 
Cats, they sang a variety of 
songs ranging from gospel to 
the Andrews Sisters-style. In 
this, they attempted to bring the 
mood of the audience gradually 
back to that of the 1950s. They 
used no instruments, only their 
strong, excellent voices.

Twenty years ago, many critics described 
Beatlemania as just a craze or fad. Since the 
Beatles landed at Kennedy Airport on Feb. 7, 
1964, that so-called ‘‘fad” has grown to become 
an everlasting sensation. Who could have 
imagined then that today the Beatles would still 
be sparkling in the limelight of popular music? 
They have become four kings in rock and roll’s 
musical kingdom. 

On the 20th anniversary of their arrival in 
America, the Beatles are remembered as 
revolutionizers of the music world. They did 
more than entertain us with their antics, films 
and songs. The Beatles literally began the 
“British Invasion,” an influx of music that 
altered American rock and roll forever. And not 
even 200 years after the Revolution, America 
surrendered to Britain—but especially to the 
Beatles. : 

But why such hysteria over the Beatles? Were 
they simply entertainers? Maybe they were. 
Their music was good enough. 

Or did America grab for some sort of escape 
from its deteriorating stability? President 
Kennedy had recently been assassinated and the 
young generation had lost a cherished idol and 
leader. The Beatles filled the néeded position 


_times four and America fell in love. 


Maybe they succeeded because they never 
took any of their fame seriously—the Beatles just 
had fun. They were a far cry from the stuffy 
British snob-image. In fact, their lifestyles were 
the opposite. So really, they had nothing to lose 
by becoming entertainers and having fun. Or did 

ey? 

The Beatles’ gilded images was occasionally 
tainted when they pushed too far. The 1967 album 
“Yesterday and Today”’ originally displayed a 
cover picturing dead, butchered infants. 
Needless to say, the cover was quickly banned

from the public eye. 

John Lennon’s claim in 1966 that ‘The Beatles 
are bigger than Jesus Christ now’ brought 
screams from followers. A televised 
‘“‘Beatles-burning’’ soon followed. Beatles 
albums and a collection of memorabilia were 
burned in an enormous bonfire. 

The Beatles success could have easily died 


right there. 
But not with their music. Songs such as “‘She 
Loves You,’ ‘Yesterday,’  ‘‘Yellow 


Submarine,” and “‘Hey Jude” never faded away. 
Over the years the happiness of these simple love 
songs gave way to the mystery of their magical 
conglomerations. Their still “Sgt. 
Peppers Loneyly Hearts Club Band” album 
presented the Beatles’ first experimentation 
with a newer, complex sound. From there, the 
Beatles music became more serious and 
mystical. They were always opening the door a 
little wider. 

And the Beatles didn’t stop at altering the face 
of music. Their popularity touched all aspects of 
life. All types of memorabilia—books, 
magazines, clothing, dolls, pens, pencils, 
lunchboxes and even hairbrushes—became 
“‘Beatle-ized.” Almost everywhere the Beatles’ 
faces could be found. 

After the February 1964 debut on The Ed 
Sullivan Show, the Beatles went on to perform 
record-breaking concerts. A performance at 
scroaming Beaties fans iieohine esta love 
screaming es ecible levels. 
Never before had so many fans gathered 
together for any musical event. In early 1970, the 
coucatt in thecal ie tees este ioe commas 
concert on the reco company, 
Apple Records: Their breakup came only months 
later in April 1970.

the Beatles will stay a beautiful myth because 
they ended before they deteriorated.”

The term “Fear and Loathing,”’ 
which has been a favorite of Hunter 
S. Thompson’s, does not appear any 
where in his most recent book. 
Neither are there any appearances 
of his schizophrenic adversary 
(they’re one in the same), Raoul 
Duke. The calm, although warped, 
rationale of Duke may have been 
just what Thompson needed on this 
trip. 

The book, The Curse of Lono, 
came out at the end of 1983, though it 
only showed up in the Binghamton 
area. three weeks ago. You can 
purchase it for $9.95 at Coles 
bookstore in the Oakdale Mall. 

It all started, as the horror stories 
go, when Thompson received a letter 
from Running magazine in May of 
1980. Offered an excellent fee and an 
all-expenses paid trip to cover the 
Honolulu Marathon, he couldn’t 
resist. He brought his fiancee with 
him. He asked Ralph Steadman 
(who he’s worked with before) to do 
the illustrations. Not only did Ralph 
accept, but he also brought his wife 

and daughter along. 
~ But as soon as they arrived in

Hawaii, Thompson knew he couldn’t -- 
escape the grim underworld of hate - 


and deceit. (Confusion and violence, 
as it were). They were waiting for 
him, like long-separated friends, 
waving their ugly banner in the 
clouded sky. 

Ralph was the first struck, as 
usual, when he was smashed into the 
rocks by a giant wave his first day at 
the beach. This renewed his distaste 
for everyone around him, and his 
especially deep hate for Thompson 
that lasted the whole trip. I can’t 
understand why Steadman went

car at the airport, while sti 


The marathon, which they wat- 
ched from a porch, only lasted for a 
few hours. Sitting, drinking beer, 
they shouted insults at the people far 
behind in the race.

portant, because it gives the best 
explanation of why they did such an 
insane assignment. Hunter, while 
questioning why the people who 
definitely will come in last even enter 
the race, gave this as the reason:

ee of course, all expenses are 


This explanation is much better 
than the one he gives at the end of 
the book, from the City of Refuge (a 
place where people can flee to, safe 
from even the authorities). He raves 
in a letter to Steadman, dated June 
30, 1081, that he is the ancient God 
Lono and that all the signs are 
evident. 

That’s where the title of the book 
comes from. We find out about Lono 
through excerpts in the book by 
other authors. Mostly, Thompson 
draws from Richard Hough’s ‘““The 
Last Voyage of Captain James 
Cook.”’ When Cook was in Hawaii in 
1778-79, the natives thought he was 


. the great God Lono returning to his 


people. ‘ 
One of the best things Thompson 
does is to reveal “Fear and 





Loathing”’ in places you would never 
expect it. In previous books he shows 
the “curelty” of Las Vegas, an 
overwhelming crime problem in the 
government section of W. i 
D.C., and in the Kentucky Derby. 
In “Lono” he reveals major-scale 
racial hostility. They call the 
caucasians ‘“‘haoles,” who fear the 
Samoans. Everybody fears the 
Korean gangs. While driving to his 
hotel he exchanges rumors of racial 
violence in Hawaii. Thompson also 
gets Paige on a sarish fakin 
residence, a nightmarish fishi 
trip, = is finally chased into the 


. Story, he becomes the antagonist as 


if he was ordained to keep the action 
moving. 

This book is a marvelous new 
edition to Thompson’s repertoire. 
If you haven’t read it yet, just fli 
through the book in the store. You’

Potts at home on ice, mound

Dave Potts, a BCC senior ice 
hockey player, takes a pass 
from center ice. He skates down 
the left wing, loads up and fires 
a bullet slap shot. 

This is not exactly how the 
BCC first-string all-American 
baseball player has come to 
notoriety, but he said he enjoys 
playing hockey just as much as 
playing the national pasttime. 

Potts, who was recently 
drafted by the New York 
Yankees and taken 73rd overall 
in the major league draft pool, 
said he’s not sure he wants to 
play major league baseball. 

“Sometimes pitching almost 
gets boring,” said Potts, who 
boasts an 87 mph fastball. ‘You 
have to be mentally strong to 
stay with it.” 

Potts said he went out for the 
BCC hockey team because he 
missed the sport he played in 
high school. He said he quit the 
Vestal hockey team and 
regretted it. Potts said he never 
worries about hockey injuries 
standing in the way of his 
baseball future. 

“When you get worried about 
it, that’s when you get injured,”’ 
he said. 

When Potts was making a 
decision on a college to attend in 
1982, he narrowed his choices to 
BCC and Old Dominion 
University. He chose Old 
Dominion and attended that 
school for one semester before 
transferring to BCC. He said 
Old Dominion was a nice school, 
but the campus was very small. 

Potts is an engineering major 
at BCC, carrying 19.5 credits, 
but he said he’s not sure if he’ll 
stay in that curriculum. He said

he’s having a tough time 
making a decision on what he 
wants to do. 

Potts said he has been offered 
a full scholarship to play 
baseball at the University of 
Illinois. The scholarship would 


cover three years and total near 
$24,000. But he said he’s still 
looking at other schools, such as 
Virginia Tech, Wake Forrest 
and a strong possibility is 
Villanova, a small Catholic 
school near Philadelphia. 

Potts said when he was 
drafted by the Yankees, he 
received a mail-gram. He said 
no formal contact has been 
made to discuss a contract and 
that the Yankees can’t talk 
money with him until BCC’s 
1984 season is finished. 

Last season for BCC, Potts 
had a 7-1 record, the loss 
coming in a tough playoff game, 
4-3 


“We could have won that 
game,’’ he said. ‘“‘We should 
have won that game.”’ 

Along with the stellar record, 
he compiled an almost non- 
existent ERA of 0.62, second 
lowest in the nation, a .375 
batting average and con- 
sequently was named a junior 
college all-American, one of 
only three pitchers to make the 
team.
